After his release he 
made [nquirles ond iearned that 
most of his furnituro had been 
removed from his former place of 
residence by a Jopanese to an- 
other address, 4 Shan Kwong 
Road. On going there he recover- 
ed some of his furniture but’ the 
‘articles, the subject matter of the 
action, were missing, Inquirles ted 
to their discovery in the posses- 
sion of the defendant who stated 
she had purchosed them on Oct. 
14 from the Sui Cheung Tai furni- 
ture dealers, No. J Leighton Hill 
‘Road. 

“The Sui Cheung Tal Firm has 
'been In existence for nbout 10 
years and deals in new, and sec- 
ond-hand furniture. Before re- 
‘sale of second-hand furniture, the 
firm carry out necessary repairs 
and re-varnish. The proprictor 
is Wong Sul Cho (hereafter re~ 
ferred to as the Seller) assisted 
by his wife Hou Fun (hereafter 
referred to as the Seller's wife). 
A considerable part of the work 
of buying and selling furniture {s 
done by the Seller’s wife og the 
Seller iy often out canvassing for 
orders. ° 

“On Aug, 26, 1945 some persons 
arrived at the firm’s shop in @ 
lorry containing furniture and the 
Seller's wife made purchases, and 
again on Aug. 20 she mfide further 
‘purchases under similar circum= 
‘stances, In each cage she pald in 
Yen, She asked where the furni- 
ture had come from, and was told 
that it had been bought, At the 
hearing she said she bought the 
furniture on these occasions a8 
she desired to get rid of Yen. She 
made more purchases on Sept. 17 


paying H.K. currency, The furnl- |, 


ture was put in the shop for sale 
after some varnishing .had been 
done pnd repairs carried out. 

“At this time defendant was It- 
sident on the first Moor over the 
shop, having lived there for about 
five years.
